On balance, all classes of 
meats are rated steady. • 

Fresh produce is rated in good 
supply but ranging widely in qual- 
ity as rains and early severe storms 
affect some growing areas? bringing' 
immediate sharp fluctuations in the 
supply-quality-price relationship for 
many vegetables. 

While it is difficult to predict the 
market in this condition, it is noted 
that such items as snap beans, car- 
rots, peppers are higher. In fruits, 
the same can be said of bananas. To 
offset this, mid westerners . are for- 
tunate to have bountiful supplies, of 
Michigan .celery, a full range of 
salad vegetables, and such items as 
cauliflower and Brussels sprouts, 
showing on the plentiful and cheap 
list. Sweet potatoes are lower at 
wholesale, too. Mammoth propor- 
tions of Michigan Elberta Peaches 
and earlier-than-usual supplies of 
Mcintosh apples dominate the mar-' 
ket. 

In dairy lines, large eggs con- 
tinue their short-range but steady 
price increase, in marked contrast 
to small sizes (pullets ) that are 
down again as much as 4-5c dozen. 
Fall chicken and egg production is 
bound to reverse the large egg prices 
before long, however. Butter also 
is higher. 

For the week ending Sept. 13, the 
U. of I. survey of wholesale and re- 
tail outlets notes the following con- 
sensus values: . 

Meats — Fryers and stewing hens, 
beef rib and blade cut pot roasts, 
smoked ham and picnics; produce — 
potatoes, sweet potatoes, salad vege- 
tables, celery, eggplant, sweetcorn, 
apples, midwest peaches, red grapes. 

General price ranges noted in 
area outlets: 

Pork — Rib roasts range 45-49c 
with loin halves quoting occasion- 
ally 59c but more generally 65-69c. 
Center chops move up in most stores 
to the 98c mark' again. Fresh pork 
butts range 49-55c competitively. 
By comparison, smoked butts range 
widely 59-79c. Smoked pork, how- 
ever, is a good yardstick of lower 
cost pork to come, top brand bacon 
at a consensus 79c, smoked whole

Beef— -The longest run, relative 
value in meats, changes little mar- 
ketwise. Prices do range widely, 
however. Hamburger, still avail- 
able in some stores at 49c for a 
standard product, is more common- 
ly 55-59c for leaner meat. Blade 
cut chuck ranges 39-49c, with the 
latter a more common quote, while 
round bone cuts average 20c per 
pound higher. Rump and sirloin 
tip roasts quote up from a low of 89c 
to a top of SI .09. ^Rib roasts are 
generally lower, but cuts vary as 
widely as prices, standing ribs gen- 
erally 59c and choice grade ribs, of 
the lst-4th cut 69c.

Motorists Must Stop 
For School Bus 



Illinois and Indiana motorists are 
reminded by the Chicago Motor 
Club that both states have a law 
requiring all vehicles to stop when 
a school bus is discharging or re- 
ceiving children on a "highway. 

This law applies to drivers ap- 
proaching from either direction, ex- 
cept on expressways divided by a 
median strip or parking- area, where 
the driver does not have to stop if 
approaching the school bus from the 
opposite direction. 

Illinois law does not require driv- 
ers to stop for school buses in busi- 
ness and residential districts. How- 
ever, .even when the law does not 
require a stop, motorists must be 
thoroughly cautious when approach- 
ing school buses at any time — 
whether on the open highway or in 
urban areas. 

In Indiana, the bus stopping law 
applies throughout the state, includ- 
ing business and residential streets. 

A safe stopping distance should 
be maintained between the ap- 
proaching car and the school bus 
at all times, as the buses stop fre- 
quently to take on or discharge 
children. 

Whenever a motorist spots a 
school bus, he should be especially 
alert for children running to or from 
the bus. 



Now Is A Good Time 
To Creek Corn Cribs 



URBANA-^(Sept. 11)— Now is a 
good time for Illinois farmers to 
check their corn cribs for protec- 
tion against rats. 

W. E. McKenzie, of the University 
of Illinois, chairman of the Illinois 
Grain Sanitation committee, said to- 
day that measures taken now to pro- 
Aeci corn will pay off in grain saved 
from the destructive rodents. ' 

With many of the corn cribs that 
were used last year now empty, 
there is time, before this year's, crop 
is cribbed to check for holes around 
the bases of the cribs and around 
doors. 

McKenzie said use of metal cribs 
in the past few years has discour- 
aged rodents from gaining entry 
into cribs provided the doors fit 
tightly. Use of concrete floors, wire 
mesh and sheet metal around the 



base discourages the entry .of ro- 
dents into wooden cribs. 

Any program of rat control also 
should include a baiting program, 
using anti-coagulant type baits, Mc- 
Kenzie said. 

"We have all the weapons we 



need to control rats," McKenzie 
pointed out;* "and the , individual 
farmer who carries out a methodical 
program against rats', never letting 
them get started qn a population 
build-up on his farm, isn't going to 
be hurt very badly,"
